THE CANADIAN ANTIQUARIAN AND NUMISMATIC JOURNAL - 
ONE OF CANADA'S GREAT NUMISMATIC CHALLENGES 


by Paul Nadin-Davis 


One of the most active and dedicated groups of collectors in the marketplace of 
1986 consists of numismatists whose interest in early numismatic books parallels, and 
in many cases exceeds, their interest in coins themselves. This area is one of some 
activity in Canada, too, and our recent sale of "A Montreal Library" left us in no 
doubt whatsoever that numismatic literature is as desirable and saleable as it has 
ever been. Most early Canadian publications in this field exist in truly small 
numbers but compared to coins are extremely reasonable in price. Compare for 
example a rare Breton manuscript on Indian relics and tokens (5-10 known) which we 
recently sold for $275, to the 1921 50¢ piece in Specimen condition (5-10 known) 
worth perhaps $50,000 to $80,000! 

As | have pointed out before, the acquisition of early numismatic books and 
periodicals can follow many lines. However, the purpose of this note is to draw 
attention to one very enjoyable pursuit - attempting to form a set of issues of the 
Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal. This series has all the attractions of 
a coin series; it is completable, inexpensive considering its age and rarity, but has 
some challenging and difficult "keys". It is also a potentially profitable venture: 
while it should not cost in excess of $2,000 to complete the series, there are buyers 
presently in the marketplace for complete sets above the $3,000 level! 


The C.A.N.J., usually referred to by just its first two titular words "Canadian 
Antiquarian", was published from 1872 to 1933, with interruptions, by the 
Antiquarian and Numismatic Society of Montreal. R.W. McLachlan, who at the time 
was the Society's oldest member, published a brief history of the Society in 1913 
(Series II1, Vol X, No 4) which is both awe-inspiring and fascinating. Perhaps the 
Society's greatest efforts were directed to the preservation of the Chateau de 
Ramezay and the installation of its collections therein, but the members, both 
French- and English-speaking, met for well over a half-century in a social setting, 
and a great deal of historical research and numismatic knowledge was thus 
undertaken and imparted. And few who have attended Canadian Coin Shows and 
Auctions can have failed to notice the beautiful medals and plaquettes issued by the 
Society on various occasions, many of which still are bought and sold regularly. 

The Journal itself was issued in four series. So as to provide a complete 
guide, they are listed here: , 

Series I (13 volumes, 1872-1886) 

Series II (3 volumes, 1889-1894) 

Series I11 (3 volumes, 1898-1916) 

Series IV (4 volumes, 1930-33). 
Nominally, each volume was to contain four issues. However, particularly from the 
end of Series II, issues would often be combined and in Series IV all four volumes 
each contain one issue, numbered thus: Series 1V, Volume 1, Nos 1/2/3/é4! 


No-one who has an active interest in Canadian numismatics has coins as the 
limit of their historical curiosity, thus browsing through the Antiquarians, even 
those issues with no numismatic content, is a delight. Fascinating articles deal 
throughout the series with almost every aspect of Canadian history, including 
literature, transportation, native arts and exploration. However there is a great 
deal of numismatic content and the series contain fascinating contemporary detail on 
issues and discoveries as well as research findings. The First Series Vol II, No 4 
(1882) contains an early recognition by McLachlan - "A Canadian Cent of 1859 from 
an Altered Die", while the same author wrote in 1897 the first article on "The 
Canadian Diamond Jubilee Medals''. Medals are given very good coverage, including 
an extensive series on the Medals of Louis XIV, and articles on Newfoundland 
medals, the First Canadian Agricultural Medal, and so on. Later Canadian tokens 


attracted some serious attention, especially from the prolific mclachlan who published 
his paper "The Canadian Wellington Tokens" in the 1902 issue, and his "Canadian 
Communion Tokens" in the 1889, Series II, Vol 1 No 4 issue. 

Fine plates and prints are also to be found in The Antiquarian. A gold leaf 
plate of the Edward Murphy medal is tipped into 1/5/Z, and a similar plate of a 
medal of Governor General Dufferin may be found in (1874) 1/3/4. Just as fascinating 
are the plates in IV/I of the paper scrip issued by George King. Outside of 
numismatics, there is a beautiful engraved print in 1/9/3 of Bonsecours Church, in 
Montreal. 


How important is condition? Many of the surviving copies, particularly of 
Series 1, are rather dry and easily susceptible of flaking away. The paper covers 
in particular have this problem. I would suggest that, if the contents are well 
preserved, this need not be a problem especially if the services of a good binder 
are employed to match up, trim and freshen your volumes as you complete them. This 
need cost no more than $10 to $15 a copy, and remember to have your binder make a 
"Spine Model" on your first volume so that you will not have to keep returning 
completed volumes to him or her for matching when you acquire new elements for 
your set. 

Now, I have spilled out a few ideas about this fascinating series. As you will 
see from our list below we have a good stock of various issues, but far from a 
complete set. Keep your eyes open at library sales, various booksellers and flea 
markets, etc., and you may spot some bargains. And, if you spot several copies of 
an issue that we don't have in stock, give us a call! Good luck and good hunting!

A direct descendant of Gordian I, Gordianus Pius was born in AD 225. It is a 
paradox of history and of numismatics that although a very great deal is known 
about the coins Gordian III, little is known about his reign! What is known is that 
he was named Caesar by Balbinus and Pupienus, but was made Augustus by the 
Praetorian guards. Apparently he was a good soldier, having fared well against a 
serious rebellion and having conducted his campaigns very well. However, like so 
many Emperors of the period, Gordian was undone by treachery and disloyalty. He 
was eventually overthrown and killed by his own troops.
